Health Board Tries to Get Only 
Cold Milk Shipped Into the 
City---Some Milk Men Raise 
Objection --- Final Action Is 
Postponed for Two Weeks. 
May Be Higher Prices. 


With the declaration that little chil-| 
dren of Atlanta were being annually 
killed by poison that was contained in 
cows’: milk, because it was not prop- 
erly brought into the city and deliver- 
ed to consumers, and with this declara- 
tion backed by statements of physi- 
cians and citizens, Dr. Claude A. Smith, 
city bacteriologist and chemist, called 
upon the committee on ordinances and 
legislation of the general council yes- 
terday. afternoon to pass an ordinance 
which had been recommended by the 
board of health. : 

Dr. T. D. Longino made a statement 
in which he said that he knew of sev- 
eral people, and especially children, 
who had been poisoned by bad milk. 

Dr. Smith gave out an official state- 
ment, in which he said that last year 
eighty-two children were killed in At- 
lanta by being poisoned with poor 
milk. 

E. B. Norris, of West End, said his 
little 2-year-old daughter died from 
drinking poisonous milk a few weeks 
axxo. 

Main Feature of New Law. 

The principal feature of the new law 
that is wanted is a clause requiring 
that all milk brought into the city and 
offered for sale be kept at a tempera- 
ture of less than 50 degrees, ang must 
mot contain less than 100,000 bacteria 
per cubic centimeter. 

The health department holds that be- 
cause much of the milk shipped into 
the city is too warm, the milk in many 
cases is too full of bacteria, and there- 
fore not healthful. 

The meeting: became very spirited at 
one point, and a statement made 
egainst the health department by At- 


torney Hooper Alexander called for a 
quick reply from Dr. Smith, who said 
that the statement made by Mr. Alex- 
ander was not true. 

The whole session was one of the 
liveliest that has been held in the 
council chamber for some time. There 
were present a large number of dairy- 
men, in¢luding James R. Nutting, who 
owns a dairy outside of the city. At- 
torney Alexander spoke for some of 
the dairymen.

CEORCIA PEACHES. 
FATTEN RAILWAYS 


While the Growers of 
Fruit Get Very Little. 


Georgians Appear Before Com- 
merce Commission and Ask 
for “Square Deal’’--Railroads 
Got More Money Out of This 
Year’s Crop Than Growers. 


_ 


September 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The case of the Georgia 
b’ruit Growers’ exchange and other 
fruit growers in that state against the 
railroads of the southeast and New 
England, which was instituted for the 
purpose of reducing the minimum car- 
load shipment of peaches from 22,500 
to 19,000 pounds, was heard today be- 
fore J. A. Smith, a special examiner 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, who was delegated with authority 
to take the testimony. 

It is the contention of the Georgia 
peach growers that it is impossible to 
successfully refrigerate a carload ship- 
ment of peaches of more than 19,000 
pounds. It was also brought out in 
the testimony today that the railroads 
derive more revenue from the Georgia 
peach crop than do the growers them- 
selves. The cost of growing the lus- 
cious Georgia fruit is 80 cents a crate, 
according to today’s testimony. This 
year’s crop yielded $1,551,000 to the 
railroads the same being freight and 
refrigeration charges, while the grow- 
ers of the Georgia peach only received 
$1,500,000. ; 

‘ine cumplainants in the case were 
highly elated today over the filing of 
a letter with the commission from the 
president of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad, one of the de- 
fendants, who stated that the nineteen 
thousand car minimum would be ac- 
ceptable to his company. 

One of the witnesses was A. G. Gall, 
a Buffalo, N. Y., commission merchant, 
who testified that Georgia peaches do 
not arrive in good condition, when the 
carload shipments exceed 19,000 
pounds. Other witnesses who testified 
for the complainants were I. F. Murph, 
president of the Georgia Fruit Grow- 
ers Exchange; George Slappey, of Fort 
Valley; L. A. Bercekmans, of Augusta: 
W. S. Stevens, of Mayfield, Ga., and J. 
H. Hale, of South Statonberry, Conn., 
who owms peach orchards in Georgia, 
and who is known as the “peach king.’

STRIKERS AND POLICE BATTLE — 


IN THE STREETS OF BERLIN; 


OVER 100 PERSONS WOUNDED 


Berlin, September 27.—Even greater 
Violetice fhan that of last night char- 


acterized the collisions between police 


and rioters in the Moabit precinct this 
evening. Mary. were injured on both 
sides. The district presents the aspect 
of a besieged city. 

Thousands of strikers and. their 
sympathizers gathered in the stresots 
as soon as darkness fell. A strong 
force of police, numbering 100 mounted 
and 500 afoot, armed with revolv- 
ers and swords, were stationed 
at various quarters under -orders to 
severe repressive measures. 
The rioters, about 9 o’clock in the 
evening, began trouble, which’ in- 
creaged as night advances. Excited 
men and women dashed from the place, 
smashing street lamps and the window 
of stores. Several of the stores were 
sacked of valuable contents. |. 

The police charged time after time, 


wounding many. Men and women sta- 
tioned. at open windows of houses,

hurled bottles, bricks, coals and stones 
at the police, who replied with revolv- 
er shots. 

The police entered severa) flats in 
Wail-Strasse. From one a maddened 
woman thrde a lighted lamp with ter- 
rific force against an advancing squad, 
injuring several of the men. Sharp 
conflicts occurred in Buessell-Sttrasse, 
Turn-Sttrasse And Sewingli-Sttrasse. 
Many shots were fired from the crowd. 
But the police charged with drawn 
swords, leaving many injured on the 
ground. 

Scores of arrests were made. The 
saloons were ordered closed at 
o'clock and cordons of police prevent- 
ed the approach of thousands arriving 
from other quarters. This measure 
was effective in bringing about com- 
parative calm, but groups of sullen 
strikers were prowling in the vicinity 
up to midnight. 

The total number of casualties re- 
corded is 100 strikers injured, 13 of 
them dangerously, and 40 politemen. 
In addition, there were hundreds who 


received minor injuries.

Cause 


Seismic Shocks 
Terror in Arizona. 


All the People in Vast Area 
Have Filed, Fearing They 
Would Be Engulfed--Volcan- 
ic Stones Are Falling Over 
the District. 


Flagstaff, Ariz. September 27.—A 
territory §0 miles square and extend- 
ing from here to Grand Canyon of the 
Colorado river tonight stands practi- 
cally depopulated because of earth- 
quakes and rumblings, which, begin- 
ning Saturday, are steadily increasing 
in magnitude and violence. 

Indians, of» whom there were many 
in the region, fled when the quakes 
began, terrified by sinister imports 
which they imagined to be contained 
in the cracking of the solid ground. 
Tribal tales of the ancient activities 
of now burned-out craters, of which 
there are more than fifty in the re- 
gion, hastened their filght. The whites 
remained until their houses fell about 
them. 

J. B. Chaves, the first of the refugees 
to reach Flagstaff, reported that his 
house had cracked open. Others who 
arrived tater, reported that voicanic 
stones weighing many tons had been 
torn from their beds and sent crasb- 
ing down the mountain sides, and that 
the whole district was in a state of 


unrest. 

The whole district is of volcanic 
origin. Present phenomena are at- 
tributed to a slipping of the earth's 


crust.

Savage Attacks by “Abe” 
Gruber Only Provoked Risi- 
bles of Roosevelt---Then the 
Colonel Got Busy and Used 
Steam Roller to Shatter the 
“Old Guard” Into Fragments. 


Saratoga, N. Y., September 27.—Colo- 
nel Theodore Roosevelt rode today on 
the top wave of victory, defeating 
Vice President Sherman for temporary 
chairman of the rapublican state con- 
vention over the “old guard,” in the 
first of a series of conflicts that are 
to come. 

Colonel Roosevelt was in his ele- 
ment. After he had named the mem- 
bers of three important committees 
and the convention had adjourned to 
meet tomorrow, the colonel turned 
to the newspaper men and remarked: 

“Il said frazzle, you may recall. You 
may quote me on that.” 

At Trey yesterday the former pres- 
ident said he would beat his oppo- 
nents to a frazzie. There were 1,011 
votes cast in the convention today, of 
which Colonel Roosevelt received 568 
and Vice President Sherman 443, thus 
electing the leader of the progressives 
by @ majority of 125. 

Colonel. Rooseveli4—-did -tret-vote. Mr. 
Shermen voted for John Doe, and twa 
of the New York county delegates did 
not respond when their names were 
called. The vote as 0Officially an- 
nounced gave Roosevelt 567 and Sher- 
man 445, but an error in the count 
was discovered tonight. 

Roosevelt Speaks Feelingly of Taft. 

Colonel Roosevelt spoke feelingly of 
what President Taft had accomplished 
in his administration in his speech as 
temporary cNairman, saying that the 
laws passed “reflect high credit on all 
who succeeded in putting them in 
their present shape upon the statute 
books. They represent an earnest of

QUT OF POLITICS 


About 8,000 Assistants 


Probably Today--Probable He 
Will Also Place Over 7,000 
Second and Third-Class Post-| 
masters Under Civil Service. 


Washington, September 271.—As 3 
first result of the cabinet sessions 
which are in: progress at the white 
house. it was announced today that 
President Taft would issue, probably 
tomorrow, an order placing 4pp oxi- 
mately 8,000 assistant postmasters in 
the United States under the protection 
of the civil service law and taking 
them entirely out of politics. It was 
said also that the president would rec- 
ommend to congress this fall that all 
second and third-class postmasters be 
placed under civil service rules. 

By the order to be issued tomorrow 
some 7,622 assistant postmasters will 
be affected. If the recommendatioas 
as to second and third-class postmas- 
ters are adopted by congress, 7,198 
additional postmasters will be placed 
under civil service regulations. 

On the Advice of Hitchcock. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock made 
the recommendations to President Taft 
both as to the assistant postmasters 
and to the officials of the second and 
third-class. 

Mr. Hitchcock went into the post- 
office department from the manage- 
ment of the Taft campaign. He acted 
as chairman of the republican nation- 
al committee. The policy pursued by 
President Taft has taken the post- 
master general out of the situation. 
This has been to his liking, it is said, 
and has enabled’him to go ahead with 
his plans for a reformation of the 
postal service. 

Estimates from the various depart- 
ments for the coming fiscal year Oc- 
cupied the attention of the cabinet to- 
day. Mr. Taft's advisers also went 
over with him the speech he is to de- 
liver at the banquet of the Nationa! 
League of Republican clubs in New 
York on Saturday night. This is ex- 
pected to be the president's final politi- 
cal utterance of the present campaign. 
It will tell, among other things, the 
various legislative-recommendations ne 
will make to congress at its coming 
session. 

Army ang Navy Estimates, 

Both the army and the navy esti- 
mates for the appropriations neces- 
sary for the next fiscal year, beginning 
July 1, 1911, were the subject of con- 
ference at the white house today. 

In the army estimates a cut of about 
$10,000,000 under the appropriations 
made at the last session of congress, 
was determined upon. This economy 
will be followed in other departments. 

The navy estimates and the army 
estimates are still subject to final ap- 
proval, but it is expected that after 
they are submitted in the usual chan- 
nels, through the treasury department 
to congress, it will be necessary (t0 
submit some suppjemental estimates 
for unforseen needs; these last, how: 


One of the matters which may be 
submitted to congress again is that of 
an appropriation for enlargement ‘f 
the Guantanamo naval station, a'- 
though the indisposition of congress to 
act on previous recommendations along 
that line has somewhat discouraged 
the navy officials.

It Is Said 100,000 People| 


Have Fled City. 


Rome, September 27.—With the re- 
moval of the censorship, startling de- 
tails of the cholera epidemic at Naples 
are being received. Several persons 
have died in the streets and the popu- 
lar excitement is such that the police 
have great difficulty in maintaining 
public orders. It ig reported that 100,- 
000 persons of the better classes ai- 
ready have fled from Naples. 

There were 32 new cases and 26 
deaths from the cholera in Naples yes- 
terday. Immigrants arriving today 
from America are prevented from 
landing. The passengers on the steam- 
er Canopis, which reached Naples yes- 
terday from Boston, were permitted to 
debark, but were immediately escorted 
to the railroad station by soldiers. 
Most of the cases are in the most 
squalid quarters in the eity.

“Sec. 31. All milk or cream brought

least 18 per cent butter fats, and must 
not contain any foreign substances or 
coloring matter, and must not con- 
tain more than 100,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter. , 

“Sec. 35» Ice cream sold or kept for 
Sale must contain at least 12 per cent 
butter fats for fruit ice cream. and 
14 per cent for plain ice cream. 

“All ice cream factories where ice 
cream is manufactured for sale must 
have floors of tiling or cement. 

Add to section 87: “All bottles, cans 
and vessels in which milk or cream 
has been delivered must be thoroughly 
cleansed before they are returned to 
the dairyman.”’ 

Add to section 31: “All mi'k or 
cream used in ice cream factories, 
bakeries, sofia fountains, etc., must be 
kept at a temperature below 50 de- 
grees Fahenrenheit and must not con- 
tain more than 100,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter.”

New York, September 27.—James 
Creeiman, of New York, made public 
today a letter from Mayor Gaynor.

Leaders of both the old guard and 
the progressives gathered tardily at 
the opening of the republican state 
convention. Not so the delegates or 
the spectators, who swarmed into 
every nook and’cranny of the conven- 
tion hall, and overflowed into the 
aisles 

The word had gone forth that the 
Old guard were beaten in their fight 
to elect Vice President Sherman the 
temporary chairman, and everyone 
waited for the real fireworks.

“Tim” Woodruff Makes Statement.

“I have been instructed by the re- 
publican state committee to recom- 
mend to this convention a temporary 
chairman, and in doing so I ask your 
indulgence for a moment. 

‘The election of a temporary chair- 
man of this convention jis a crucial 
act and ca!ls for the most careful con- 
sideration by every man who is about 
to vote on it. 

“President Taft deeply desired that 
his party here in convention assem- 
bled, representing the largest and 
most potent republican constituency 
of the United States, should unequiv- 
ocally indorse his administration. This 

know from persona! knowledge as 
the result of a visit made two weeks 
ago before the meeting of the state 
committee, to the summer capital at 
Beverly. There he made known not 
on'y his desires, but also his appre- 
hensions. 

“To allay these apprehensions. what 
more natural than the selection to 
make the keynote speech as tem po- 
rary chairman, of him who has been 
Sent to speak for the administration 
to all parts of the country, even into 
the sphere vo Own state of Ohio, the 
vice president “of the United.

Precedent for Choice of Sherman. 


“A Precedent for the designation of 
a he e president as temporary chair- 
m f the convention by the state 
c ittee at its meeting last month,” 
Mr. Woodruff added, “was wisely es- 
tablished two years ago, when Sena- 
tor Root was selected at the meeting 
of the state committee, held a month 
before the convention. 

“As chairman of the republican state 
committee,” Mr. Woodruff’s statement 
continued, “no one had ever suggested 
to me, or, as far as I know, to any 
other member of the committee, the 
name of any other person than the 
vice president as temporary chairman 


until Mr. Griscom, sitting in the com- 


mittee as a proxy, moved to substitute 
another name for that of Vice Presi- 


dent Sherman after the latter’s name 


had been properly presented. What 
was the object of this action? 

“The correspondence between Colo- 
nel Roosevelt and myself, just after 
the meeting of the state committee, 
shows more clearly than can other- 
wise be presented that his opposition 
to the selection of Vice President Sher- 
man was not based on any personal 
grounds, but because he desired an 
opportunity to present his views as to 
the policies which should hereafter 
guide the destinies of the republican 
party. 

Woodruff’s Letter to Roosevelt. 

“Perhaps I had better read my letter 
to him and his letter to me: 

“‘*‘August 17, 1910!.—Colonel Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Oyster Bay, L. IL.—My

motion which he did. Not a word had 
been said to me before the meeting 
by anybody that indicated this course 
was to be taken, and I understand 
that neither Griscom nor anyone else 
told Ward or Barnes or any of the 


other men of the committee that this 
(was their purpose. 


“‘Believing that you must appre- 
ciate the position in which, under the 
circumstances, we suddenly found 
ourselves after having agreed upon 
the selection of Sherman in conformity 
with the precedent established by the 
selection of Senator Root two years 
ago as temporary chairman. I beg to 
remain, with best wishes, Yours re-

“"*TIMOTHY WOODRUFF.’ 
Roosevelt's Letter te Woodruff. 
Mr. Woodruff then read the letter 

he said he received from Colonel 


Roosevelt: 

“New York, August 19, 1910.—My 
Dear Mr. Woodruff: You seem _ to 
me to be under a misapprehension in 
the matter. I was not ‘notifying’ any- 
body about the matter, and neither 
Griscom nor I had any idea that the 
question would come up at this time. 
Some of the gentlemen with whom you 
were acting on Monday evening an- 
nounced that it was going to come up, 
and made the announcement on the 
specific ground that it was to head off 
the movement for me, because they 
did not believe in the principles for 
which I stand. I have never wanted 
the position, but merely said that I 
would accept it if it were decided that 
I should do so. If the vice president 
is correctly reported as to his 
position, and if you agree with that 
position, you are only right in hav- 
ing him and not me in making the 
speech. Faithfully yours, 

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 

“Colonel Roosevelt manifestly meant, 
that he desired to propound the doc- 
trine of the new nationalism, admit- 
ting with his characteristic frankness 
that we were right in selecting the 
vice president if we preferred the tra- 
ditional republicanism of the adminis- 
tration of William H. Taft, founded 
upon the great national administra- 
tions of Lincoln, Grant, McKinley and 
Roosevelt himself, for which James 
S. Sherman, with his quarter of a cen- 
tury of splendid service in congress, 
and as vice president, has always stood 
and stands today.

Colonel Roosevelt bitterly assailed 
the “bosses,” declaring that the dif- 
ference between a boss and a leader 
is that the leader leads and the boss 
drives. 

“The difference is that the. leader 
holds his place by firing the conscience 
and appealing to the reason of his 
followers and that the boss holds his 
place by crooked and underhand ma- 
nipulation,” he said. 

“Sunny Jim” Escorted Roosevelt. 

Thunders of applause greeted the 
coionel when he was escorted to the 
speakers’ stand by Vice President 
Sherman and Cornelius ¥. Collins, and 
it was some time before he could pro- 
ceed with his speech. Thanking the 
delegates for the honor they had con- 
ferred, the colone! caused the greatest 
enthusiasm when he said: 

“You shall not have cause now aor 
hereafter to regret what you have 


done.”’ 


It was a day of oratory; it was a 


day of bitter and acrimonious speech. 


With the opening of the convention, 
State Chairman Woodruff defined the 
position of the old guard and an- 
nounced that Vice President Sherman 
had been chosen as temporary chair- 
man by the state committee. 

Thereafter the fight was on. 

Hisses for “Abe” Gruber. 

Colonel Abraham Gruber, of New 
York city, had been selected to fire 
the verbal hot shot for the guard, and 
his speech attacking the former presi- 
dent was often broken and drowned 
by hisses and jeers. 

Once the pandemonium became s80 
great that Colonel Roosevelt ‘eaped 
to his feet and asked for a full hear- 
ing for the speaker. : 

Comptroller Prendergast, of New 
York city, was the champion of the 
progressive fight, and made a warm 
and spirited reply to the old guard 
onslaught. 

The convention had been well pre- 
pared for the outcome of the contest 
for temporary chairman, William 
Barnes, Jr., leader of the old guard 
forces, having early in the day con- 
ceded the election of Roosevelt. The 
roll call took what seemed an inter- 
minable time in that: densely packed 
and superheated convention hall, and 
nearly four hours had passed from the 
time of the opening before State 
Chairman Woodruff formally an- 
nounced that Theodore Roosevelt was 
the choice of the convention for tem- 
porary chairman. 

“Steam Roller” for Roosevelt. 

The victory of Colonel Roosevelt in 
the first counting of noses didn’t ap- 
pear to dishearten the old guard, for 
they continued their fight on the con- 
vention floor when the progressives 
submitted resolutions whereby the 
committees should be made by repre- 
sentatives from each congressional 
district, the members to be named by 
the temporary chairman. 

Seeing that this gave absolute power 
Roosevelt, Speaker Wads- 
worth, of the assemb.-y, strongly op- 
posed the resolution He took the 
position that each congressional! dis- 
trict should name its’ own member, 
as had been done in previous repub- 
lican conventions for many years. 
The progressives, however, were in 
the ascendancy, and the resolutions, 
as drafted by friends of Mr. Roose- 
velt, were carried. 

There being no contests before the 
convention, the make-up of the com- 
mittee on credentials was without sig- 
nificance, and it was quickly named 
and announced by Colonel Roosevelt, 
as was the committee on permanent 
organization. The make-up of the 
committee on reso utions, which has 
to thresh over the important direct 
primary piank, caused Colonel Roose- 
velt to hold up the convention until

We hold it to be vur bounden 
d'ty to etrive steadily to make and 
tu keep this great Americ:n common- 
weaith as a true democracy and stead- 
ily to endeavor to shape our legisla- 
tion and our social conditions so that 
there shall be a far nearer approach 
than at present toward equality of op- 
portunity among men. The corporation 
must be protected, must be given its 
rights, but it must be prevented from 
doing wrong; and its managers must 
be held in strict accountability when it 
does wrong; and it must be deprived 
of all secret influence in our publie 
life. We must strive to do away with 
the social and economic injustices that 
have come from failure to meet, by 
proper legislation, the changed condi- 
tions brought about by the gigantic 
growth of our gigantic industrialism. 


Help Country Districts. 

“We, of this state, must make it our 
business to help in efficient fashion 
the country districts, to shape matters 
so as to encourage the growth of the 
farming communities, and to help give 
the people in those communities the 
advantages which have come in dis- 
proportionate measure to the city, 
rather than to the country, during the 
industrial growth of the last fifty 
years. We must guard the interests of 
the wage-worker; we must safeguard 
the woman who toils, and see that the 
young children do not toil, that the 
working conditions are healthful. 

“We must see that by far-reaching 
legislation the workman who is crip- 
pled and the family of the workman 
who is killed in industry are compen- 
sated, so that the losses necessarily in- 
cident to certain industries shall be 
oguitensy and fairly distributed instead 
of being placed upon the shoulders of 
those not able to bear them. So far as 
by legislation it is gossible, we must 
strive to give to thx working man the 
power to achieve ‘ ,d maintain a high 
standard of livin’ Finally, and as a 
matter of course we must do every- 
thing possible @& promote and con- 
serve the business prosperity of the 
whole country. 


Grave Responsibility. 


“We who come together to set the 
standard of our party have a grave re- 
sponsibility to that party, and to the 
public. It is absolutely essential that 
the people should exercise gelf-contro] 
and self-mastery, and he is a foe to 
who in any way 
causes them to lose such self-control 
and self-mastery, whether from withe 
out or within. But it must be literally 
self-control, and not control by out- 
siders. 

“We should at once introduce in this 
state the system of direct nominations 
in the primaries, so that the people 
shall be able themselves to decide who 
the candidates shall be, instead of be- 
ing limited merely to choosing between 
candidates with whose nomination they 
have had nothing to do. 

“We believe with all our hearts in 
democracy; in the capacity of the peo- 
ple to govern themselves; and we are 
bound to succeed, for our success 
means not only our own triumph, but 
the triumph of the cause of the rights 
of the people throughout the world, 
and the uplifting of the banner of hope 
for all the nation’s mankind.”

Boston, September 27.—Official an- 
nouncement of the settlement of the 
fight against the United Shoe Machin- 
ery Company by Thomas G. Plant, of 
Roxbury, president of the Thomas G. 
Piant Shoe Company, which substituted 
the machines of the United Shoe Com- 
pany last spring by Wonder Worker 
machines, has been made here by Louis 
A. Coolidge, treasyrer of the United 
company. 

Mr. Coolidge’s announcement says: 

“The litigation between Thomas G. 
Piant and the United States Machinery 
Company has beeg settled, It is not 
at all certain that any further state- 
ment than this will be made, and at 
the moment it would appear that there 
will be none.” 

The United Shoe Machinery Company 
was practically without a rival until 
two years ago, when Thomas G. Plant, 
with factories in Lynn, Haverhill and 
Roxbury, declared war against it, 
claiming that contracts under which 
it was alleged a manufacturer was 


permitted to use no machinery other | 
than that of the United company was | 


illegal. Expert inventors were placed ;: 
at work with ahe_ result that last 
spring the Plant factories: replaced the 
machines of the United company with 
those the expert mechanics had pro- 
duced. 

The United company three months 
later began suit for breach of contract 
by the Plant company. In connection 
with the preliminary skirmishes in 
the courts the statement was made in 
published interviews and in newspaper 
advertisements that the fight was 
based on the alleged illegality of the 
contract, and would be carried to the 
United States supreme court. It was 
understood that the moral suppart of 
practically every shoe manufacturer 
whose contracts with the United com- 
pany were said to eal! for a royalty 
of 22-2 cents on every pair of shoes 
was with Mr. Plant and extended liti- 
gation was in prospect.

Washington, September 27.—Propos- 
als for the adoption of a new system 
of expressing weights and values in 
the cotton trade have been submitted 
to the cotton manufacturers in Great 
Britain by the British Weights and 
Measures’ Association.

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35° FIREMEN HURT 
IN HOUSTON FIRE 


Carbide Exploded in Debris 
of Burning Build- 


ing. 


Houston, Texas, Septembér 27.— 
Thirty-five members of the Houston 
fire department are nursing burns and 


bruises tonight which wil] incapacitate 
them for services for several days, but | 
in nO instance result in permanent in-| 
jury, ‘the result of an explosion of| 
carbide among the debris of a partially 
extinguished fire today. 

The fire, which occurred early this 
morning, had destroyed the warehouse | 
of the Houston Transfer Company. The 
flames were well under control and, 
the wreckage was being finally soaked | 
with water when the dying blaze| 
reached 300 cans of carbide. | 

The explosion followed, the burning 
brands scattering over a wide area. 
Luckily, however, none of the firemen 
were in the immediate proximity of 
the explosion. 

Reports tonight from the several 
hospitals where the men were taken 
are that, while painful, the injuries of 
none of them are serious, and after 
several days’ treatment they will re- 
turn to duty. , 

The moneéiury loss as a result of the 
fire is estimated at $100,000.

The dingy city criminal court room 
blossomed into a fullfledged gypsy 
camp yesterday morning when a large 
number of gypsies took possession.

BADLY INJURED BY WEATHER” 


—Commissioner. Jtudson 


“The cotton crop of Georgia is being 
badly injured by the hot dry weather 
of the past few weeks,” said Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Thomas G. Hud- 
son, on his return to the city yester- 
day. 

Spuieibehbones Hudson estimates that 
the crop will not exceed 1,300,000 bales, 
which is one-third off the full crop 
of last year. He says other crops have 


than enough peas to reseed. Corn, 
which matured early, was gathered all 
right, and showed a good yield. 

He said the reports from north Geor- 
gia, northeast and southwest Georgia, 
showed the cotton crop te be badly 
injured. 

“The only salvation of the Gedérgia 
cotton farmer is to cultivate other 
crops and support himself thereby, and 


also suffered; that the hay has been 
burned, and there will not’ be more

I have never known one to get frost- 
bitten. We have some in our cornfield 
that came up since the corn was laid- 
by, that are not more. than six inches 
high, with burs almost matured, while 
along the ditch banks where they came 
up early in spring they have seem- 


had knowledge that frost was a iong 
way off. ;' 

Now, what we want the weather man 
to explain is, if past weather condi- 
tions alone influence the growth and 
maturity of plants, why, in the case 
of the cocklebur,.did those that came 
up early, grow rank and take so long 
to mature a crop of burs, while those 
that made their appearance late in 
summer hasten by dwarfish growth to 
maturity, since he says plants are not 
influenced by weather that has not 
yet occurred? 

This. is always the case with the 
cocklebur, no matter what the weather 
has been previously. 

It always matures before frost.

BRAND OF FRAUD 
PUT ON HASKELL 


Governor of Oklahoma 


Termed a Conspirator. 


On Trial for Alleged Land 
Frauds, Gov. Haskell Is Bit- 
terly Denounced by the Spe- 
cial Attorney for the United 
States. 


McAlester, Okla., September 27.—Ar- 
gument by attorneys occupied the day 
in the trial of Governor Charles N. 
Haskell, of Oklahoma, in the Musko- 
gee town lot cases before Federal 
Judge John A. Marshall here today. 

Reviewing the charges against 
Haskell as returned by a federal grand 
jury, & R. Rush, special assistant to 
the attorney general, said the govern- 
ment was prepared to show that the 
defendants in securing title to the lots 
had fraudently used the names of per- 
sons living in many eastern states. 
Attorney Rush alleged that Governor 
Haskell had been a “conspirator.” 

Some of the persons whose names 
had been used by Governor Haskell 
and his associates had refused to turn 
their property over after Haskell had 
procured the deeds for them, Mr. Rush 
said, and these persons will be called 
as witnesses. 

To Carry Out Conspiracy. 

To carry out the alleged conspiracy 
against the government, it was assert- 
ed, the defendants operated under the 
name of a development company. 

A. C. Crusé@, counsel for Governor 
Haskell, contendeq that the manner in 
which the defendants secured the prop- 
erty was known to the department of 
the interior and the department. ap- 
Proved of it. To investigate com- 
plaints, President Roosevelt in 1906, 
had sent William Dudley Foulke to re- 
port on’ the subject, said Mr. Cruse, 

Mr. Foulke made an elaborate report, 
but in spite of this the manner of 
scheduling for property as followef 
by Governor Haskell and his associates 
was still approved by the authorities 
at Washington, it was asserted. 

Judge Marshall overruled an ob- 
jection to the introduction of any evi- 
dence against Haskell on the ground 
that a recent decision of a circuit court 
of appeals nullified the charges against 
the governor. The court ordered that 
the examination of witnesses proceed. 

Many Witnesses Called. 

Summons for about fifty witnesses 
living in Ohio, Michigan, New York, 
Virginia and other states were issued 
by District Attorney Willlam Gregg 
late tonight. 

Among those summoned are Judge 
Clement Smith, of Hastings, Mich., and 
James King Duffey and Charles 5S. 
Duffey, of New York. 

Judge Smith, according to the gov- 
ernment’s opening statement to the 
jury, was falsely registeneqd by Gov- 
ernor Haskell as a claimant and then 
was asked to turn his deed over to 
the defendants. It was Judge Smith, it 
was charged, to whom a letter was ad- 
dressed, advising him that though he 
did not know it, he had suddenly be- 
come the owner of Oklahoma property.

UN LITTLE TIM 


The Colonel Puts a Pe- 
riod to Woodruff. 


“Little Boss’? Not Only Beaten 
in Convention, but Barred 
From Committee on Platform 
and Will Lose Place as Head 
of the State Committee. 


Saratoga, N. Y., September 27,— 
State Chairman Timothy L. Woodruff, 
of Brooklyn, one of the old guard 
leaders, was one of the first to feel 
the effect of the progressives’ victory 
in the state convention today. Dele- 
gates from Kings county, in the sixth 
congressional district, at a meeting 
tonight retired Mr. Woodruff as state 
committeeman and elected Alfred E. 
Vase to succeed him. 

Members of two other congressional 
districts reported that they were ready 
to elect Mr. 
the state committee, but it was re- 
ported that the state chairman had 
said he was ready to retire from poli- 
tics. This Mr. Woodruff denied, stat- 
ing that he has nineteen of the twen- 
ty-three Brooklyn districts, and in- 
tends to remain as leader. 

Roosevelt Scratches Woodruff. 

It is understood that Mr. Woodruff 
was named as one of the mémbers of 
the resolutions committee, but Als 
name was scratched off by Colonel 
Roosevelt, and the name of Comp- 
trollér Prendergast, of New York, sub- 
stituted: 

There were numerous reports to- 
night that Colonel Roosevelt had in- 
dicated that he did not desire Mr. 
Woodruff to be returned to the new 
state committee. It was further said, 
however, that the colonel had no very 
aggressive feelings toward William 
Barnes, Jr., who was named as one 
of the mentbers of the resolutions 
committee. 

Mr. Woodruff can stil serve as a 
member of the new state committee if 
elected by another Kings county con- 
gressional district. This will be done. 

As the new state committee will, 
however, be controlled by the pro- 
gressives, Mr. Woodruff will be re- 
tired from the chairmanship. 

Barnes Shoots at Roosevelt. 

William Barnes, Jr., leader of the 
old guard, in a statement tonight, de- 
clared that Colonel Roosevelt has used 
his “cudgel” against the delegates 
from Vice President Sherman's district 
because “Mr. Sherman dared to oppose 
him.’’ 

“The result of the fight in the oon- 
vention is entirely satisfactory,” said 
Mr. Barnes. “That 443 delegates with- 
stood the charge which tried: to ride 
over their convictions and their sense 
of orderly procedure is of everlasting 
credit to them.” 


“HEARSAY BARRED 
IN LORIMER TRIAL 


Chicago, September 27.—Direct and 
cross examination of State Representa- 
tive Charles A. White, the principal in 
support of the charges that the elec- 
tion of Senator William Lorimer was 
procured by corrupt methods, was oom- 
pleted today before the senatorial in- 
vestigating committee. 

During the session Senator Julius C. 
Burrows, of Michigan, chairman of the 
committee, gave a ruling barring what 
was termed as “hear-say” evidence 
from the proceedings. This ruling was 
hailed as a material advantage by the 
friends of Senator Lorimer, and marked 
the completion of exhaustive legal ar- 
guments by counsel opposed to and in 
favor of the junior senator from IIli- 
nois. 

The ruling was specifically upon the 
right of the witness (Representative 
White) to relate coOfiversations which 
he asserted he had with Representative 
Joseph S. Clark, of Vandalia, in which 
White said Clark admitted that he, too, 
was bribed to vote for Senator Lori- 
mer. 

Later in the session, the same ruling 
was invoked to bar the manuscript 
story of White's alleged experiences in 
the forty-sixth general assembly, 
which detailed his assertions of the 
bribery of himself and other legisla- 
tors in the Lorimer election.

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MEET IN MOBILE 


Record Attendance of 
National Commissioners. 


Acting Governor Gray Wel- 
comes Delegates to the State. 
To Consider amg Ingur- 


ance Regulation Bill — 
lieved It Will Be Adopted. 


Mobile, Ala., September 27.—With in- 
surance commissioners present from all 
parts of the United States and officers 
and representatives in insurance com- 
panies from this country and Canada 
watching the proceedings, the forty- 
first annual convention of the National 
Insurance Commissioners was called to 
order this morning at 10 o’clock by 
President J. A. Hartigan, of St. Paul, 
Minn., in the convention hall of the 
Battie house. 

President Hartigan introduced Hon. 
Henry B. Gray, of Birmingham, Ala., 
acting governor of the state, who wel- 
comed the delegates on behalf of the 
state of Alabama. W. K. P. Wilson, 
of this city, welcomed them to Mobile 
on the part of the commercial bodies 
and. local underwriters. Vice Presl- 
dent Eugene A. McGivney, of Baton 
Rouge, La., insurance commissioner 
for that state, replied to the address of 
welcome. 

The regular order of business was 
then taken up, President Hartigan de- 
livering his annual address, followed 
by reports of committee, after which 
the convention adjourned for the day. 

Iraternal Insurance. 

The principal business, and in fact 
the most important to come up before 
the convention tomorrow, is the adop- 
tion of a uniform bill regulating fra- 
ternal insurance societies. 

The representatives of the American 
Fraternal Associations and the Nation- 
al Fraternal Congress have agreed on 
the vital provisions of the bil] and will 
support the provisions of section 23 
and 23A, the principal points being 
valuation annually for publicity~ and 
bienpially for submission to the insur- 
ance departments coupled with manda- 
tory provisions insuring that societies 
where under-valuation gare shown to be 
not providing  sufficie income to 
meet contract obligation§& shall be com- 
pelled to make provisions for the 
same. The convention, it is believed, 
will adopt the bill by Wednesday. 

Fire Insurance Expenses, 

The most important report of the 
afternoon was that of the committe 
appointed to investigate expenses of 
fire insurance companies. Commissions 
were give the most attention, the 
committee finding that commissions 
varied between 15 per cent and 40 per 
cent. No excuse was found for the in- 
surance broker and the present system 
of compensating agents and brokers, 
it is said, increases fire losses and oth- 
vor expenses and is the cause of condi- 
tions of which the insuring public 
complain. 

The committee recommended a sub- 
stitution.of a system, by uniform) ac- 
tion, if not by statutes, by which loca! 
agents shall be compensated by flat 
commission, and a commission er 
gent upon profits of respective agen- 
cies, the flat and contingent -rate to 
be uniform; brokers representing the 
assured to be compensated by persons, 
firms or corporations by whom they 
are employed and in whose interest 
they work. 

The exectative commitee recommend- 
ed that it hold periodical meetings at 
least once every three months and that 
state commissioners whose legislatures 
did not meet in 1910 be urged to se- 
cure adoption by their legislatures in 
1911, the so-called health and accident 
provision bill, now a law in New York 
and Massachussetts, and that. all 
states adopt a law similar to the New 
York amended law, giving full power 
to the insurance department of such

New York, Sept. wer 27.—The cot- 
ton market continued active during 10- 
G@ay’s trading with a further adcance 
in prices, on an increasing volume of 
Outside buying and trade support, 
which was evidently inspired by bull- 
ish’ estimates of the crop and the 
apparent readiness with which early 
réceipts are being absorbed in the 
s0uth, The close was firm at a net ad- 
Vance of 9 to 20 points. 

The market operied steady ait a de- 
cliné of 2 points to an advance of 3 
Points, near months responding to in- 
different cables and private advices 
from Liverpooi reporting thatall nego- 
tfations had been broken off between 
master spinners ad operatives in Man- 
chester while later months aga'-n show- 
ed evidences of a good speculative 
demand, accompanied by bullish estt- 
mates of the crop. Prices quickly 
‘Worked up to a net advance of about 
10@15 points, and while this bulge was 
followed by a reaction of 8 or 9 points 
under realizing, the market continued 
very firm, selling into new high ground 
for the day during the afternoon on a 
eontinued broadening of outside de- 
mand, largely from western sources 
and renewed covering.

New York, September 27.—The con- 
gestion of the ‘speculative operations 
in Reading today and the suspicion of 
artificiality in the movement of that 
stock, had a repressive rather than a 
stimulating effect on the general spec- 
ulative movement. The tactics of the 
traders consisted altogether in a watch 
on the trend of the movement in 
Reading and in attempts to follow the 
movements in.that stock or guiding 
their venturés in other stocks in con- 
sonance with the fluctuations in Read- 
ing. The news regarding Reading de- 
velopmens was as vague and as vari- 
Ous as yesterday, including a revival 
of practically all rumors which have 
done duty in connection with the mar- 
ket movements in that stock for sever- 
al years. The report most dwelt upon 
alleged a plan for distribution of sur- 
plus or of segragated assets to, stock- 
holders in some such manner as was 
done in the case of Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western to meet the re- 
duirements of the so-callea commodities 
clause ot the Hepburn law. The full 
detail assumed by this report set the 
time for the proposed action. today. 
The announcement, therefore, that 
there would be no meeting of the di- 
rectors of the company today halted 
the movement, but only temporarily. 

United States Stee] surrendered its 
usual aw of the market to Read- 
ing with a volume less than one-half 
that of the latter stock, with Union 
Pacific a poor thrd in. the amount of 
the dealings. Reading’s proportion 
to the whole market reached 37 sad 
cent. Prices at the end of the day 
were at the lowest and showed trivial 
net losses. 

The banking community studied with 
great ‘nterest the compilation of na 
t'onal bank reports to the comptroller 
as of September 1, although he sub- 
ject was not much discussed in the 
stock market itself. The showing was 
regarded as demonstrating the wis- 
dom of the drag which was applied to 
the extension of credits, following the 
appearance of the spring abstract of 
bank reports. The progress made 
toward rectification is viewed with 
satisfaction, but opinion is not con- 
vinced that the process is complete. As 
for the $37.000,000 loan expansion 
which has occurred since June 30, it 
is considered moderate in.view of the 
needs of the season. Moreover, New 
York banks account for more than 
$29.000.000 of the loan expansion, al- 
though it is known that rediscounting 
for interior banks and purchase of 
commercial paper was largely respon- 
sible for their showing. 

The New York banks, also, have 
secured more than the total of the two 
months’ gain in cash shown by 4@ll the 
banks. But it is in these early com- 
parisons that there is found matter 
for remaining solicitude. There is 
seen there a loan increase for the 
twelve months of $336,278,000, while 
cash hold'ngs are lower by over two 
millions than a year ago. The de- 
crease in the same time in the item 
due to other banks and bankers of 
$75,122,000 Indicates that in.erior 
banks are still holding their reserve 
in their own vaults, rather than en- 
trusting them to reserve agents. While 
th's yearly comparison shows less 
glaring discrepancy in these _ items, 
than was the case either in the sum- 
mer or spring comparison, there is 
seen to be room still for improvement. 

The influence of October settlements 
continued to harden interest raves In 
the immediate money marke. 

Foreign exchange rates advanced in 
response to the higher d'scount rate 
in London. The subtreasury has taken 
$4,291,000 from the New York banks 
thus far this week. Money on call rose 
to 2% per cent.

Los Angeles, Cal., September 27.—

Pinchot’s speech before the American 
Mining Congress last night were trib- 
utes to the man personally rather 
than to the theories of conservation 
which he enunciated, was indicated 
today by the introduction of resolu- 
tions which denounced the land with-
